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t is only now that the fog of battle around the British Political Establishment is clearing

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network of mud trenches used 
to train soldiers in World War 

I, including the father of the 
SAS founder David Stirling and his 
pioneering Scottish unit, are among 240 
historic sites that have been added to the 
National Heritage List for England. 

The list is an official database of 
protected heritage assets in the country, 
including listed buildings and scheduled 
monuments, and is updated every year. 
Two shipwrecks, Victorian cabmen’s 
shelters and an 18th-century watermill 
drawn by the famous landscape artist 
John Constable have also been added. 
The National Heritage List for England 
is maintained by Historic England, who 
say the new additions illustrate the ‘rich 
diversity of our shared heritage’ 

The WWI trenches, located near Docking 
in Norfolk, are a rare find, as many other 
examples have long been filled in. 

They were used by the Lovat Scouts, 

a regiment of the Scottish Highland 
Yeomanry that was first raised in 1899 
during the Second Boer War. 

It was composed of gamekeepers, 
shepherds and fishermen from the 
Highlands, and formed part of the 
Territorial Army. 


Commanded by Lord Lovat, uncle of 
Special Air Service (SAS) founder Sir 
David Stirling, the Scouts were initially 
posted to East Anglia during the Second 
Boer War. 

They are thought to be the first military 
unit to make use of the ‘ghillie suit’ the 
intricate camouflage suits now associated 
with elite snipers. 

The Scouts were disbanded after the Boer 
War ended in 1902, but reformed into 
two regiments later that year, including 
the Army’s first sniper unit. 

The trenches were built as part of a 
training exercise to prepare for the 
Gallipoli campaign of 1915. 

This saw the unit being sent to the 
Turkish peninsula as part of Winston 
Churchill’s plan to weaken the Ottoman 
Empire during the Great War. 

What remained of the trenches was 
filled in during the 20th century from 
quarrying, fly tipping and vehicle 
damage, before about a third of the 
network was excavated in 2012. 

The Docking Trenches are among 16 
scheduled monuments that have been 
added to the National Heritage List this 
year, along with 221 listed buildings. 
Other monuments include two 
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shipwrecks located off the Isle of Wight 
that were given protected status in July. 
Dubbed NW96 and NW68, they have 
been dated to the 16th and 17th centuries 
respectively, and were found at Shingles 
Bank in 2020. 

It is thought that NW96 predates 1580 
because of the presence of a lead ingot 
known as a bole, which fell out of use 
around that time. 

Archaeologists believe NW68 could 

have participated in the Battle of 
Portland in 1653, when the fleet of the 
Commonwealth of England was attacked 
by the Dutch Republic during the First 
Anglo-Dutch War. 

It is believed that both of these vessels 
became stranded on the Shingles Bank in 
the channel before sinking. 

Heritage minister Lord Parkinson of 
Whitley Bay said: ‘Heritage sites tell the story 
of our country, boost tourism, and help us 
understand and take pride in where we live. 
‘By listing buildings and protecting wrecks, 
battlefields and monuments, we can safeguard 
our history for future generations to enjoy as 
well. With an extra 240 places added to the list 
this year, Im pleased to join Historic England 
in encouraging everyone to get out and explore 
our shared heritage this Christmas. 
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ngland’s second-largest 
3 city Birmingham, and the 

multicultural hub of Leicester, 
have joined the ranks of minority- 
majority cities in England, according to 
last year’s census results. 
Figures from the once-in-a-decade 
census showed that 59.1 per cent of 
people living in Leicester identify as 
having an ethnic minority background 
in 2021, a radical shift from just twenty 
years ago when 63.9 per cent of people in 


the East Midlands city identified as white. 


The shift is even starker when looking 
at the 1991 Census, which recorded the 
white population as being 96.6 per cent 
of inhabitants. 

The 2021 Census results have also 
shown that England’s second-largest city, 
Birmingham, has recorded a majority in 
ethnic minorities at 51.4 per cent. The 
white population in the city has fallen 
from 71 per cent in 2001 and 58 per cent 
in 2011 to just 48.6 per cent last year. 
The 1991 Census — which was the first 
to ask ethnicity questions and notably 
the last national record before the mass 
migration era of Prime Minister Tony 
Blair — put the white population of 
Birmingham at 78.5 per cent. 

While it is possible to infer some 

ethnic rates in the 1981 Census 

through examination of the differing 
Commonwealth classifications, such as 
the “Old Commonwealth” (Australia, 
Canada and New Zealand), “the 

New Commonwealth” (including 
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2021 Census confirms Birmingham, Leicester and Luton 
have become Minority-Majority Cities 


India, Pakistan, Bangladesh and 

the West Indies), and “the African 
Commonwealth” (including Nigeria, 
Uganda and Kenya), precise ethnic 
statistics were not recorded until later, 
a decision that the Parliament later 
admitted was a mistake. 


Both Birmingham an Leicester have 
witnessed some of England’s worst race 
riots in 2022. 

More than 500 young Hindu and Muslim 
men clashed with each other - and with 
police - during two nights of violence 
stretched across a swathe of Leicester’s 
east end in September 2022. 

Cars were smashed, bottles and stones 
thrown and 20 arrests made. 

At least 25 police officers were injured. 
So bad was the violence that patrols had 
to be redirected from the Queen’s funeral 
— the biggest policing operation ever 
undertaken in the UK - to deal with it. 
The rioting later spread from Leicester to 
Birmingham, as 200 protesters gathered 
outside a temple. 

The crowd, believed to be predominantly 
Muslim men, were filmed shouting 
outside the Durga Bhawan Hindu 
temple, Smethwick, in protest against a 
controversial speaker visiting. 

Footage show the large group, many 
masked, approaching the temple, with 
some people climbing the boundary 
fence. 

Witnesses claim bottles and firecrackers 
were thrown before riot police arrived. 
Luton has also become a minority- 


majority city (54.8 per cent), joining 
London and cities across Europe, 
including the likes of Frankfurt and 
Antwerp. 

As a whole, the Census found that white 
people represented 81.7 per cent (48.7 
million) of the population of England 
and Wales, compared to 86 per cent (48.2 
million) in the 2011 Census. 

When only looking at those white people 
who identify themselves as being one 

of the indigenous ethnic groups of the 
British Isles (English, Welsh, Scottish, 
Northern Irish or British) the percentage 
falls to 74.4 per cent (44.4 million) 
compared to 80 per cent (45.1 million) 
in 2011, and 87.5 per cent (45.5 million) 
in 2001. 

The next most common ethnic group 
recorded was among those identifying 

as either “Asian, Asian British or Asian 
Welsh,” which comprised 9.3 per cent 
(5.5 million) of the overall population. 
This group also held the distinction of 
seeing the largest increase over the 2011 
Census, increasing from 7.5 per cent (4.2 
million). 

The demographic changes came ahead 
of the record waves of migration — both 
illegal and legal — over the past year 
since the census was actually taken in 
March 2021, with net migration hitting 
its highest level in history as former 
Prime Minister Boris Johnson's points- 
based immigration system granted over 
1.1 million visas to foreigners over the 
past year. 
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he UK Government have boasted 

that a new support package 

of over £650 million will be 
provided to house Ukrainians, whilst 
the number of homeless deaths across 
England are on the rise. 
On the official Government website, the 
Department for Levelling Up, Housing 
and Communities state “Thousands of 
families who opened their homes to 
Ukrainians fleeing Putin's illegal war will 
now receive a package of further support’ 
Over 100,000 Ukrainians have come to 
the UK through the Homes for Ukraine 
scheme, one of the fastest, biggest and 
most costly visa programmes in British 
history. 
Now, the Government say all sponsors 
will receive an increased ‘thank you 
payment of £500 a month for guests who 
have been in the country for over a year. 
“Thank you’ payments will also be 
extended from 12 months to 2 years, so 
that guests who may not yet be ready to 
move into independent accommodation 
can stay in sponsorship for longer 
where sponsors are willing to extend 
arrangements. 
In cases where sponsorships can no 
longer continue, councils in all parts 
of the UK will receive help to house 
Ukrainians through a one-off pot of 
government funding worth £150 million, 
as well as a new £500 million Local 
Authority Housing Fund in England. 
The £500 million Local Authority 
Housing Fund can be used by councils 


in England to buy housing stock, build 
new homes, convert existing non- 
residential properties, and refurbish 
delipidated housing or empty homes into 
accommodation for families. 

However, this housing £500 million fund 
will be reserved for councils in England 
to obtain housing solely for those fleeing 
conflicts (including in Ukraine and 
Afghanistan). 


The Government claim that this will 


provide an estimated 4,000 homes for 
new atrivals by 2024. 

Although all arrivals in the UK have the 
right to work, and to receive benefits 
and access public services from day one, 
according to the latest figures from the 
Office for National Statistics (ONS), 
only 56% of Ukrainian adults who 

have arrived in or before June 2022 are 
actually in work. 
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Meanwhile, the ONS has revealed that an 
estimated 741 homeless people died in 
England and Wales in 2021 - an increase 
of 54% since records began in 2013. 

The number had dipped during 2020, 
when people were given emergency 
accommodation during coronavirus 
lockdowns, to 688. 

Homeless charity Crisis called for 
decisive action to “prevent more loss of 
life in the future”. 

The government said £2bn would be 
provided over the next three years. 

James Tucker, ONS social care and health 
analyst, said: “The latest figure is more in 
line with pre-pandemic levels following a 
notable fall in 2020, although its too early to 
say whether this is a resumption of an upward 
trend in homeless deaths. 

‘Any death in these circumstances is a tragedy 
and our estimates are designed to help inform 
the work of everyone seeking to protect this 
highly vulnerable section of our community.” 
The ONS said the method used for the 
2021 estimate provided a “robust but 
conservative estimate, so the real numbers may 
still be higher® 

London had the highest rate of homeless 
deaths registered, with 22.5 registered per 
million people in 2021. 


Only 55% of deaths registered in 2021 
occurred that year. On average, 160 days 
passed before the death of a homeless 
person was registered. 

A statement on www.gov.uk reads: 
“The government is keen to ensure 
that Ukraine guests receive the 
support they are entitled to while they 
are in the UK, and in particular are 
helped into employment and suitable 
accommodation, as soon as possible:

he UK has seen the highest net 
T migration since the end of the 

Second World War and, as usual, 
England continues to be the hardest hit. 
An estimated 504,000 more people came 
to the UK than left last year, a figure 
greater than the population of Liverpool. 
It smashes the previous post-war net 
migration high of 329,000 set in 2015. 
Office for National Statistics (ONS) data 
shows that in total more than a million 
people arrived in the country last year. 
The report also said an estimated 35,000 
people arrived across the English 
Channel in small boats in the year ending 
in June 2022. That figure has almost 
doubled since it was published back in 
June. 
The gross number of people who arrived 
in the UK was estimated at over 1 
million. A total of 1.1 million people are 
likely to have migrated to the UK in the 
year to June, the majority — 704,000 - 
from outside the EU. By contrast, 560,000 
people are estimated to have left the UK 
in the same period, almost half of them - 
275,000 — going back to the EU. 
Students accounted for the biggest 
proportion of immigrants, at 277,000, 
nearly double the 143,000 who came to 
the UK in the year to June 2021. One 
factor was overseas students returning 
to their courses in the UK after studying 
remotely, the ONS said. 
Though ONS figures only stretch back to 
1964, analysis of census records shows 
that there was generally a net decrease of 
people from the UK until the 1990s, at 
which point the trend reversed and more 
started arriving rather than leaving. 
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According to the ONS, the bulk of the 
increase was driven by students arriving 
to study. A total of 487,000 student visas 
were issued in the year to June 2022, an 
increase of 71%. 

The number of people granted asylum in 
the UK in the year to June 2022 was 24% 
lower than in 2019, despite there having 
been a 77% increase in applications. 

A total of 63,089 applications for asylum 
were made - the highest since 2003 and 
75% higher than during the peak of the 
European Migration Crisis in 2016. 
Work visas increased by 72% compared 
with last comparable pre-pandemic data 
in 2019, with 331,000 issued in the year 
to June 2022. 

The numbers were also bolstered by 
people fleeing the war in Ukraine, 

with more than 170,000 visas issued to 
Ukrainian nationals. 

About 28,000 British nationals overseas 
status holders from Hong Kong came to 
the country, under a scheme launched 
in January 2021 to help them escape 
potential persecution. 

A separate resettlement programme to 
help people flee Afghanistan saw 21,000 
people arrive. 

During the same period a total of 45,000 
British nationals left the UK. 

Jay Lindop, director of the Centre for 
International Migration at the ONS, 
said: ‘A series of world events have impacted 
international migration patterns in the 12 
months to June 2022. 

“Taken together these were unprecedented. 
These include the end of lockdown restrictions 
in the UK, the first full period following 


transition from the EU, the war in Ukraine, the 


resettlement of Afghans and the new visa route 
for Hong Kong British nationals (Overseas), 
which have all contributed to the record levels 
of long-term immigration we have seen.” 

The new net migration figure released by 
the Office for National Statistics (ONS) 

is an increase of 331,000 in a single year 
and is at least 400,000 more than the 
home secretary, Suella Braverman, is 
aiming for. 

She promised in September she would try 
to get overall migration down to “tens of 
thousands” - a promise previously made 
by David Cameron and Theresa May but 
never achieved. 

Responding to the figures, Braverman 
said she remained committed to reducing 
migration — but did not repeat her aim 

of reducing immigration to tens of 
thousands. 

“The public rightly expects us to control 

our borders and we remain committed to 
reducing migration over time in line with our 
manifesto commitment, she said. “This level of 
migration has put pressure on accommodation 
and housing supply, health, education and 
other public services. We must ensure we 

have a sustainable, balanced and controlled 
approach which is why we continue to keep our 
immigration policies under review. 

“My priority remains tackling the rise in 
dangerous and illegal crossings and stopping 
the abuse of our system. It is vital we restore 
public confidence and take back control of our 
borders.” 

Meanwhile, Downing Street maintain 

the line that Sunak wants to bring overall 
immigration levels down, whilst the Tory 
Government continue to take little to no 
action towards successfully doing so. 
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thelstan was the son of Edward 
the Elder and grandson of Alfred 


the Great. He was illegitimate, 
at the time of his birth, his mother was 
Egwina the King’s mistress although she 
later became his queen. 
William of Malmesbury records how 
fond the king was of Athelstan and he 
made him a knight at an early age giving 
him a sword with a golden scabbard. He 
also describes how handsome he was ‘A 
boy of astonishing beauty and graceful 
manners. 
When his father, King Edward died in 
924 AD, Athelstan was not the first in 
line to succeed; he had an elder brother, 
Aelfweard. Opportunely, Aelfweard died 
within a fortnight of his father’s death 
and Athelstan was crowned king on 
4th September 925 at Kingston-upon- 
Thames. 
He soon displayed the strong character 
and leadership qualities that enabled 
him to unite England. He is recorded as 
never having lost a battle and was called 
‘Athelstan the Glorious. He subdued 
a rebellion in Cornwall and similarly 
subdued the Welsh who paid him annual 
tribute of gold, silver and 25,000 oxen. At 
Eamont Bridge near Penrith on 12th July 
927 kings of Scotland and Strathclyde 
acknowledged him as overlord by 
swearing allegiance. However, their 
memories were short and with the 
Danish King Olaf they rose against 
Athelstan. At the battle of Brunanburh 
Athelstan defeated them decisively. 
He could now claim to be King of 
All England. He was determined to 
forge links with Europe which he did 
by marrying his four half-sisters to 


European royalty. He sent two sisters 
to Otto I, the Holy Roman Emperor 
telling him to choose which he fancied. 
Otto chose Eadgyth. Her tomb is in the 
Cathedral of Magdeburg. 

Athelstan is remembered for his piety; he 
founded many monasteries such as the 
Abbey of St. John at Beverley and he was 
a generous bestower of holy relics. 

Duke Hugh of the Franks, when seeking 
the hand of Eadhild, Athelstan’s half- 
sister, sent Athelstan relics which 
included the Lance of Charlemagne 
which had pierced the side of Jesus. 

He also gave him the Sword of 
Constantine which had fragments of 

the cross including a nail set in crystal 
in the hilt. Athelstan gave these relics 

to Malmesbury abbey. Others, more 
bizarre, like the head of St. Branwaladr 
or St.Samson’s arm he gave to other 
churches. 

Athelstan oversaw the translation of 

the bible into English. He established a 
formal organization for masons which 


may have led to Freemasonry in England. 


He encouraged the establishment of 
burhs where trade would become 
concentrated. This discouraged fraud 
and laid the foundation of a rural 
economy based on the market town. 
Although keen to promote commerce 
he banned Sunday trading. He reformed 
the currency which had become badly 
debased. Athelstan’s head would be seen 
on silver pennies cast at the many mints 
around the country. 

Athelstan is reputed to have one of his 
Palaces at Brokenborough. There is a 
Saxon complex towards Foxley which 
could have associations with Athelstan. 
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He certainly had a villa at Norton 

and land at Foxley. A road still called 
‘Kingway’ passes through these and goes 
on to Hullavington before returning to 
Malmesbury. A railway bridge across the 
A249 is named ‘Kingway Bridge’ 
Malmesbury remembers this great king 
for the grant of land, five hides to the 
south west of the town (about 600 acres 
or 260 hectares.) This land is held by the 
Warden and Freemen of Malmesbury 

to this day. And he confirmed the 
charters from his father, Edward and his 
grandfather, Alfred. 

I, Athelstan, King of the English, on 
behalf of myself and my successors grant 
to my Burgesses and to their successors 
of the Burg of Meldufu that they may 
have and hold always all their tributes 
and free customs, as they held them in 
the time of King Edward, my Father, 
fully and in honour. 

And I enjoin on all beneath my rule that 
they do no wrong to these Burgesses, and 
I order that they be free from claims and 
payment of Scot 

And I give and grant to them that royal 
heath land of five hides near my vill of 
Norton, on account of their assistance in 
my Struggle against the Danes 

(From a 14th century document 
purporting to be the original charter of 
King Athelstan.) 

Athelstan died on 27th October 939 

in his palace at Gloucester after only 
fourteen years on the throne - what a lot 
he achieved. He was buried at his beloved 
Malmesbury, where exactly is not known. 
The tomb in the Abbey is fifteenth 
century and is empty, but his name lives 
on in Malmesbury.

With the death of the Queen and our 
new King Charles III, we new Third Age 
Caroleans are entering very interesting 
times! 
Let me start with the King. I ought to 
declare an interest as I was, long ago, 
in the Coldstream Guards and I am a 
supporter of constitutional monarchy, 
but I am not a supporter of Royal power 
or of royal political decision-making or 
interference.

All Kings and Queens, it is said, inevitably 
find themselves caught between the past and 
the future, the old and the new, tradition 
and modernity.

] think that this conference could 
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this tightrope looks set to be particularly 
challenging. 

He becomes King at a time when, much like the 
House of Windsor, the country that surrounds 
him has become visibly divided. All the cultural 
guardrails that held the nation together when 
his mother was crowned —a strong and 
shared national identity, the Union, belief in 
the Christian faith, class loyalties, resilient 
families, and the legacy of profoundly collective 
experiences, such as our finest hour’ during 
the Second World War— have become much 
weaker or are fading from view. 

In their place have emerged new divisions 

that are rooted less in class and wealth than 
generations, graduation, and geography. 
Increasingly, as the political revolts of the last 
decade underline, British society, like many 
other Western democracies, is steadily being 
pulled apart —economically, politically, and 
culturally —and in ways that will inevitably 
impact the new King and, most likely, the one 
that follows. 

Increasingly, young Britons, a more assertive 
and individualistic new middle-class, and 

the countrys rising numbers of university 
graduates who live in the big cities and the 
university towns are drifting away from the 
middle-aged, the elderly, workers and non- 
graduates who live in the small towns, coastal 
and rural communities. 

On one side of this cultural chasm stand all 
those who have rallied around populism, 
Brexit, and Boris Johnson to try and reassert 
their traditionalist values against a new elite 
that often seems to be accelerating away from 
them; on the other, stand all those who have 
rallied behind Labour, the Liberal Democrats, 
the Greens, the SNP, and Remaining in the EU 
to try and reassert their very different socially

liberal or radically progressive values which 
they feel have been overturned by these revolts. 
Professor Goodwin says that:- Underlying 
this cultural rift, between those who hold a 
fixed vision of who we are and those who hold 
a more fluid one, are competing visions of 
Britishness. 

Traditionalists, the most fervent supporters of 
monarchy, subscribe to a ‘thicker’ and deep- 
rooted vision which prioritises our shared 
ancestry, traditions, myths, memories, and 
strongly-felt loyalties to the collective group. 
He goes on to claim:- The newly ascendant 
Millennials, Zoomers, and graduates, on 

the other hand, often subscribe to a ‘thinner’

This vision is 
instinctively sceptical of the nation, its history, 
traditions, and group-based loyalties and feels 
less wedded to them. In its more radical form, 
held by about 15 per cent of the country, it 
wants to actively deconstruct them. 

And this is important:- Traditionalists 
instinctively see their values reflected in the new 
King, his heir William and daughter-in-law 
Catherine —in the Kings call to push back 
against modernist values, return to traditional 
symbols of Britishness, such as the hedgerow 
and the Shire, and rediscover our love of the 
land and nature. 

Last week, Professor Goodwin told 

us that he had polled a nationally 
representative sample of voters and asked 
them what they think about Queen 
Elizabeth II and King Charles III. While 
more than eight in ten of the older Baby 
Boomers say Britain should continue to 
have a monarchy, only one in three young 
Zoomers said the same; whereas seven in 
ten older Boomers have favourable views 
of King Charles III, only one third of 
Zoomers do. Consistently, Zoomers, the 
generation who have come of age amid 
Megxit, Prince Andrew and intensifying 
debates about the legacy of empire are 
more sceptical about monarchy. 

It is perhaps also significant that, unlike 
earlier generations, young Britons today 
are much less likely to align themselves 
with things that used to keep earlier 
generations connected to the monarchy, 
including the Christian faith. 

Over the last fifty years, the share of all British 
people who identify as Christian has fallen

sharply, from 66% to 38%, while the share who 
are non-religious (52%) or non-Christian (9%) 
has rocketed above 60%. Yet this decline, once 
again, is especially striking among the young

with the Church of England only 1 per cent of 
Zoomers do. 

All these changes help to explain why, as the 
number of graduates, social liberals and 
atheists has steadily grown over time, overall 
support for the monarchy has fallen. While it 
remains strong and widespread today, those 
who are advising the new King will no doubt 
be aware of the longer-term trends. 

Between 1983 and 2012, the share of British 
people who think it is “very” or “quite” 
important that Britain has a monarchy 
dropped by more than thirty points —from 

86 per cent to just 55 per cent. Last year, amid 
Prince Andrews scandal and ongoing feuds in 
the House of Windsor, the share who felt the 
monarchy is “not important at all’ or should 
be ‘abolished’ reached 25 per cent —the highest 
on record.” 

Ladies and Gentlemen I think that all this 
presents an interesting picture in which 
patriotic traditionalists are currently the 
main support of the monarchy. They 
may soon find that King Charles III is 
someone who is actively against their 
patriotic and traditionalist feelings. 


There was a recent UnHerd article about 
what is happening in Canadian politics in 
which I quote as follows:- 

The title was “Will Canadian Liberals cling 


onto the Monarchy? 

Canadas dominant political culture descends 
in large part from loyalist exiles who fled 

the American Revolution in the late 18th 
century, and so it is no surprise to see their 
contemporary heirs, the present political 
establishment, expressing support for the 
monarchy 

This runs contrary to the widespread image of 
Canadas elites as post-modern cosmopolitans 
who despise their own history and traditions. 
But the recent outpouring of personal homages 
paired with pro-monarchy sentiment led by the 
likes of Liberal prime minister Justin Trudeau 
and his cabinet, also former Governor of 

the Bank of England Mark Carney, and the 
editorial board at the national newspaper of 
record, is indicative of where the Canadian 
ruling class stands. 

In 1982, the Queen came to Ottawa to 
personally grant royal assent to what had been 
the elder Trudeaus lifes work: the pillars of 
todays progressive Canada — the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms, official bilingualism, 
multiculturalism — were codified. 

Perhaps it is understandable that Canada is 
not as eager as its Commonwealth cousins to 
leave the royal embrace. When a newly-elected 
Justin Trudeau was asked by the BBC if he 
was sympathetic to republicanism, he replied: 
“Were perfectly happy with our Queen of 
Canada.’ No doubt he will be just as happy 
with the new King of Canada. [they] see in the 
monarchy a reliable ‘last resort’ to maintain 
stability’ and prevent potential major upsets 
resulting from the popular will.” 

What is notable these days is not so much 

how Canadas centre-left elites have lent their 
support to monarchy, but how the Right-wing 
opposition to those elites has increasingly 
drifted into anti-monarchist territory. The 
highly online Right-wing base that bolstered 
Poilievre has begun to see things differently. 
Scrolling through the Twitter replies to 
coverage of the King's first speech by the 
conservative site True North Centre reveals 
how its Right-wing audiences view the new 
monarch: ‘An irresponsible globalist’; “Please 
dont put his face on our money’; ‘All hail King 
Klaus: As these responses suggest, Charles 

III's record of speaking up on climate issues 

or taking the stage with Klaus Schwab at the 
World Economic Forum has not endeared him 
to the Freedom Convoy. 

It is also notable that one of the most active 
media supporters of the convoy had previously 
come out in support of abolishing the 


monarchy in the conservative National Post. 
In the UK I would say that the danger 
for Charles and for the Monarchy is, of 
course, that his politics will undermine 
support from the traditionalist group that 
is currently very pro the Monarchy. 

I notice that Nigel Farage over the 

last few weeks has gone from calling 
Prince Charles “a clown” to very much 
applauding our new King. 

By contrast my slightly sceptical view is 
based at least partly on the advice that I 
was given when I was a teacher for three 
and a half years before I started training 
to be a solicitor. 

I was told of the importance of being a 
stern, unflinching disciplinarian, AKA 
“total all-out bastard” to the pupils first 
half term, but in the second half term 
easing up to the level I want to be at 
permanently. 

The advice that I was given is that if I 
did that by the end of the first term I 
would be thought to be “firm but fair” 
and generally a teacher who could not be 
messed around with, but was quite nice 
under it all. 

Whereas if I did the opposite of trying to 
be nice in the first half term, by the end 
of the term I would be seen as being weak 
and wet and that would be a reputation 
that I would never be able to shake. 

I saw this in practice. One teacher that 
arrived when I was doing my “O” Levels, 
and taught me when I was at school, tried 
to be nice with us in the first half term. 
By the end of the second half term his 
lessons were literally a riot, in which I 
remember that boys were chucking raw 
eggs around in his class! 

When I went back to teach at that school 
I found his reputation of being weak was 
still current and he still had no respect 
from the pupils or any control over 
them. So even after all those years his 
persona was still the same that had been 
established within the first half term of 
his teaching at the school! 

What all this will mean for King Charles 
III and the British Monarchy over the 
course of his reign we will see played out 
before us. I suspect that any reduction 
of support for the Monarchy from 
traditionalist patriots will also undermine 
support for the Union and lead to such 
people in England identifying still more 
as English not British. 
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ngland pulled off a sensational 
victory in Pakistan, sealing their 
first series victory in the country 
in 22 years. 
Since Test cricket resumed in Pakistan 
in 2019, many teams have toured the 
country including Sri Lanka, South 
Africa, Australia and West Indies. But 
England's first Test tour of Pakistan in 17 
years was a resounding triumph. 
From 2009 to 2019 Pakistan was unable 
to host international matches in Pakistan 
after the terror attack on the touring Sri 
Lanka cricket team. 
This decade led to little or no 
international cricket taking place in 
Pakistan and Pakistan played its home 
series in the UAE (specifically Dubai and 
Abu Dhabi). 
The terror attack on the Sri Lanka 
national cricket team occurred on 3 
March 2009, when a bus carrying Sri 
Lankan cricketers, part of a larger convoy, 
was fired upon by 12 gunmen near 
Gaddafi Stadium in Lahore, Pakistan. 
The cricketers were on their way to play 
the third day of the second Test against 
the Pakistani cricket team. 
Six members of the Sri Lanka national 
cricket team were wounded and six 
Pakistani policemen and two civilians 


were killed. 

The attack was believed to have been 
carried out by Lashkar-e-Jhangvi, a 
Deobandi Sunni supremacist, terrorist 
and jihadist militant organisation based 
in Afghanistan 

In August 2016, three of the terrorists 
involved in the attack were killed during 
a police raid in Lahore. 

In October, the attack’s mastermind was 
killed in eastern Afghanistan during a 
military operation, while hiding there. 
In December 2019, Sri Lanka agreed to 
play two match test series in Pakistan and 
marked test cricket return to Pakistan 
after a decade since the terror attack. 


The latest victory continues England’s 
impressive rise from the ashes of the 
harrowing defeats in Australia and the 
Caribbean last winter. 
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After another famous win in his reign as 
England captain, 31-year-old Ben Stokes 
was in no doubt about the magnitude of 
England’s latest victory. 

Stokes said: “Not for one minute are we going 
to think, nah it’s just another Test series win. 
Beating Pakistan in Pakistan is massive. We 
know what we've achieved, we know that it’s 

a very special thing in English cricket to come 
here and win.” 

The series victory marks England’s first 
in Pakistan since 2000 when Nasser 
Hussain’s side claimed a third Test 
decider in the darkness in Karachi to win 
the series 1-0 - and the moment was not 
lost on England’s captain: ‘A huge credit 
again has got to go to the effort put in this week 
and carrying on in the way that has been a 
successful thing for us in the last six or seven 
months. 

‘I think coming to the subcontinent is always 

a tough place to come and win cricket but we 
know what we have achieved this week, we 
know that it is something, not unheard of, but 
very rare to do especially as an English team. 
“We will take it all in and we do understand 
how special of an achievement this is this week 
but as we keep saying, these series victories and 
these wins are obviously part of a much bigger 
picture of what we are trying to achieve at the 
moment. said a triumphant Stokes. 
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
